DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings filed December 19, 2001 are held to be formal drawings and 
accepted by the examiner. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. In view of the arguments presented in the response of February 6, 2004, the 
requirement for restriction of record is herein withdrawn. As noted by applicants, the 
present invention is in the specific chemically defined valency platform molecules 
having at least one high molecular weight polyethylene oxide group. Restriction of the 
optional conjugate forms is not seen necessary. 

3. The requirement for election of species is presently maintained. It is noted that a 
polycarbamate species has been elected. Claims 1-34 are readable thereon. 

4. The claims have been searched and examined to the extent that they read on 
polycarbamates. 

Specification 

5. It is requested that the patented status of the application referred to on page 2 of 
the specification be incorporated therein. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 



6. Claims 1-34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. The language "chemically defined valency platform 
molecule" is indefinite since no structure is given. This language appears to be neither 
art-recognized nor functional in character. While the present invention is the presence 
of at least one high molecular weight polyethylene oxide group in the molecule, it is 
necessary that the base molecule be structurally defined. Note the structures in the 
claims of applicants' related PN 6,458,953 and the figures in the present application. 
Clarification of the intended structures is required.
